W. R Binder Kills His Wife, Child and 
Himself. 


BUSINESS TROUBLES DROVE HIM TO THE 
INSANE ACT. 


Wholesale Poisoning by an Unknown 
Enemy—Mafia’s Victim—War Declared 
Between Rival Highbinader Societies— 
Wurder and Suicide in Minnesota— 
Slain by a Madman—Robbed by Brig- 
ands in Spain—Crime Miscellany. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 21.—William R. 
Binder, book-keeper for B. Leidersdorf & 
.0o., wholesale tobacco, shot his wife, his 5- 
year-old daughter and then himself at about 
6:80 o’clock this morning at the residence of 
the family, at 876 Cambridge avenue. The 
Servant girl, Emma Diffent, was the only 
person in the house with the little 
family, and slept upstairs in a room 
almost next to them. About 5 o’clock this 
Morning she heard Mr. Binder get up and go 
to the bath-room, and she heard him return. 
At6o’clock she got up and went down into 
the kitchen to get breakfast. While she was 
busy she heard two sharp reports in quick 
succession, but the furnace had a habit of 
emitting such sharp concussions and she 
paid no attention to it and went on with her 
work. 

When breakfast was ready she rang the 
bell, then rang it again, and finally went up 
Stairs tocallthe family. The door was open 
and she saw Mr. Binder on the bed with a re- 
volver in hishand. She aroused the neigh- 
bors and when they came ina horrible sight 
met their gaze. Mr. Binder lay on 
his back, dead, with a revolver in 
his hand and a fearful wound in his head 
over his right ear. iis wife had her face 
turned toward the wall, and was in the last 
gasps of death with a bullet hole in her head 
over the right ear, and the little 5-year-old 
Gaughter lay in asmall bed at the foot of the 
bed in which her parents lay, and was also 
nearly dead with a bullet hole over her right 
ear. 

The husband and father held a smal! re- 
volver clutched in his right band and lay 
covered upin bed as if nothing had hap- 
pened. He evidently had carefully planned 
the double murder and suicide. He held the 
revolver so close to tha heads of his victims 
that the hair on their heads was singed. The 
wife died in about halfan hourandthe child 
was living but dying fast at 9 o’clock. His 
Geath must have been instantaneous.

FAMILY MARKED FOR DEATH BY AN UNKNOWN 
SS at ENEMY. 

~ @06nneGe Corner, O., Nov. 21.—A. M. 
Crawley, aged about 35, of near Lotus, Ind., 
six miles morth ofthis village, died yester- 
Gey. His son Morris, aged 8 years, died 
Thursday and was buried Friday. Mrs.

CRIME NEWS. 


MURDERED AND PLACED ON A RAILWAY TRACK 
BY THE ASSASSIN. 


FINDLAY, O., Nov. 21.—This morning &a 
young girl, walking along the track of the 
Carey branch of the Big Four Rallroad, near 
the depot in this city, discovered the body of 
George Thrush, an employe of the Wether- 
ald Rolling-mill, lying at the side of the 
track with one arm stretched over the rail. 
The police were at once notified and the 
body removed to an undertaking establish- 
ment, where the only mark tobe found was 
a slight gash on the back of the head. This 
fact, together with the facts that the gravel 
in the vicinity of the spot where the body 
was found bore no traces of being disturbed 
and the clothing was free from any traces of 
having been dragged along the track, is the 
foundation for the belief that he had been 
murdered and the body placefion the track 
immediately after the passage of an express 
train, in the hope that it would be believed 
that he had fallen from one ofthe platforms 
or had been knocked down in attempting to 
board the train while in motion. 


HUNGARIAN LABORERS TRY TO BURN AN OB- 
NOXIOUS BOSS. 

STEUBENVILLE, O., Nov. 21.—A party of 
Hungarians, who were working on the Pan- 
handle extension, above New Cumberland, 
on Saturday, locked their boss in a large 
tool-box because of some imaginary griev- 
ance, and deliberately kindled a fire 
around it. They were awaiting his 
cremation when the teamsters employed on 
the work came along, drove them away and 
released vines pb. og A soffocated mn. After 
being rescued from sucha horrible death it 
is reported that the boss repaired to his 
boarding-hbouse and armed himself, fre- 
turned to wherethe Hungarious were gath- 
ered together, opened fire on them and 
scattered the gang, slightly wounding two. 
The Hungarians who took a prominent part 
inthe affair have leftfor parts unknown, 
The name of the boss could not De learned. 


ROBBED BY BRIGANDS. 
MADRID, Nov. 21.—A daring outrage was 
perpetrated by Spanish brigands, near Bil- 
bao. Nine robbers armed withrifies, plis- 
tols and knives wentto the house of Senor 
Sandiagava, a contractor of railway from 
Bilbao to Lesama, and demanded wine.gThis 
being refused them and the master of the 
house beingabsent they gagged and bound 
the wife and niece of the Senor and awalted 
his return. When he returned home tne 
brigands beat him unmercifully, severely in- 
juring both his eyes and robbed him of $1,000 
which he had brought with him to pay his 
workmen. Then, having stripped the house 

of everything of value, they decamped. 

REWARD OFFERED FORTHE ‘‘KID.’’ 
PHOENIX, Ariz., Nov. 21.—Gov. Martin yes- 
terday offered a reward of $6,000 forthe cap- 
ture of ‘‘Kid,’’ the notorious Apache cattle 
rustler, alive or dead, and $300 each Is offered 
for the capture of his companions. The 
depredations committed by this daring out- 
law have made his name a terror to every 
white man intheterritory. It is well known 
that he will never be taken alive, and he will 
sell his life dearly if an attempt is made to 
capture him. Anumber of old Indian hunt- 
ers, allured by the princely price set upon 
the desperado’s head, have gone on his trall. 
They are unhampered by military restraint, 
are familiar with his haunts, and they expect 
to kill him ina few days and claim the re- 

ward, 


TALK OF LYNCHING. 

WASHINGTON, Ind., Nov. 21.—This city is in 
a fever of excitement over an early Sunday 
morning murder ana the open talk of lynch- 
ing. About 8 o’clock Henry Stewart, Ed 
Harmon and another colored man were at 
Councilman Dant’s saloon playing ‘‘cinch’’ 
for the drinks. A dispute arose as to whose 
deal it was and the lie was passed. Stewart 
jumped to his feet and seizedarazor. Har- 
mon then knocked him down with a chair. 
But Stewart seemed benton a fight and he 
was knocked down four times in succession. 
Harmon then tried to escape, but Stewart 
rose to his feet and rushing at Harmon, 
struck hima blowthat almost severed Har.- 
mon’srightarmattheshoulder. The artery 
was cut in twoand the man Died to death in 
three minutes. Stewartisin hiding and the

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 

FRAZEE, Minn., Nov. 21.—I. L. Vansickler 
of Silver Leaf, six miles from here, during a 
quarrel over a gameor cards, shot his wife 
in the wrist with arevolver. He then gota 
Winchester and shot her twice through the 
body, killing her instantly.. He then senta 
ball through his ownlungs. Reversing his 
weapon he shot F. C. Brown of thy 
through the hips. Vansickler then biew bis 
brains out. Brown is still alive but will 
hardly recover. 


TRAIN WRECKERS’ WORK. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 21.—Train wreckers 
placed obstructions on the track of the 
Western & Atlantic Railroad last night two 
miles from this city. The ergine and four 
cars left the track. Engineer Squires and his 


fireman were seriously, perhaps fatally, in- 
jured. A train was wrecked at the same spot 
a yearagointhe same way by fastening an 
iron band across the rails. The purpose of 
the wreckers is supposed to be robbery. 


COOPER CONDEMNED. 
LoNpDoN, Nov. 21.—Thée jury in thecase of 
George Barker Cooper, tried at Douglas in 
the Isle of Man for the murder of his wife, 
to-day brought in a verdict of manslaughter 
and Cooper was sentenced to penal servitude 
for ten years. The prisoner seemed relieved 
by the verdict, as there wasa general im- 
poe ag that he might be founda guilty of 
murder.

BANK ROBBED 


— 


Bold Work of Burglars in an Illi- 
nois Town. 


Dynamite Used to Get at the Vault’s 
Treasure, 


A SAFE ESCAPE WITH THE MONEY AND 
SECURITIES. 


Wagon Employed by the Marauders to 
Carry Off Their Valuable Booty—The 
Safe Blown to Atoms—A Blacksmiths 
Shop Entered to Secure Tools—Clews 
as to the Course Taken by the Robbers. 


ASHLAND, Ill., Nov. 21.—When'the doors of 
the Ashland Savings Bank were opened this 
morning it was found that during the night 
robbers had forced an entrance tothe build- 
ing, blown open the safe by means of dyna- 
mite and carried away all its contents, 
probably amounting to $2,500. The officers of 
the bank will not make public the exact 
amount taken. 

The work of the burglars was evidently 
that of professionals. The drills and other 
tools lay scattered about the floor. A hole 
had been drilled: in the door of the safe 
and a charge of giant powder inserted. The 
shock of the explosion must have been con- 
siderable, for the door was blown entirely off 
the safe, but no alarm was given by it. 

After the robbers had secured their plun- 
der they loaded it into aie vehicle 
and drove away. The tracks made 
by the wheels of a light wagon 
were very plainiy imprinted on the surface of 
the frozen ground nearthe bank doors this 
morning, and from the character of the 
tracks and the footprints of a double team, 
which was evidently hitched to It, it is pretty 
clear that the robbers came and departed in 
arig. Twofine horsesanda set of harness 
belonging to J. B. Hill anda spring wagon 
belonging toa Mr. Tooker are missing and 
are supposed to have been stolen by the 
vurglars. 

It is not known how many men were en 
gaged in the robbery nor the exact hour 
when it took place, but it must have been 
between midnight and morning, judging 
from the freshness of the tracks made by the 
wagon. 

The Bank of Ashland was established 
several yearsago by Skiles, Reavick & Co., 
and has done a good business. It is not at all 
probable that the loss sustained last night 
will embarrass it in any way. 

The City Marshal this morning telegraphed 
to Springfield, Jacksonville, St. Louis and 
Chicago, apprising the police ofthe robbery 
and asking themto keep a lookout for the 
robbers. 

Itis thonght the robbers drove to some 
polntonone of therailways crossing here, 
theC. & A. and O. & M., abandoned their 
team, and went either to Chicago or St. 
Louls. 

A farmer coming into Ashland about 4 
o’¢clock this morning passed three men ina 
spring wagon coming this way. A small 
canvas bag of powder and some tools are the 
only clues. It was learned later that the 
tools, a sledge-hammer and a few heavy bars 
ofiron, with the exception ofa large iron 
wedge, belonged toa blacksmith in Ashland, 
whose place the burglars must have entered 
before going to the bank. 

The job was neatly done, and after the safe 
was rifled the vault was closed again. 
Before the burglars did this work they en- 
tered a hardware store, presumably to look 
for tools, but not finding anything suitable 
they left, leaving the doors open. 

Ateam, supposed to have been theone 
missing at Ashland, was found at Spring- 
fleld this morning by the Chief of Police. It 
is supposed the robbers went directly there 
and boarded the Wabash train at that city.

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CRITCHLOW’S CASE. 


Testimony Concerning the 
Great Labor Battle. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 21.—John Malley was 
the first witnessin the Critchlow case this 
morning. There wasa large crowd present 
in anticipation that the defense would open. 

‘*Did you see the defendant on July 6?’’ he 
was asked. 

**Yes, sir, Isaw him standing at the pump- 
house at8 a. m. and afterthe surrender. He 
was then coming into the barges. At 8 
o’clock he had a gun in his hands andalso in 
the evening.’’ 

On cross examination he said he was inthe 
employ of the Pinkertons. When he saw 
Critchlow the witness was standing inthe 
bow of the boat. There were four or five men 
with Critchlow. 

Maj. Montooth conducted the cross-ex- 
amination and put questions very rapidly to 
the witness and succeeded in getting him to 
admit that about allhe knew about the case 


had been told him. 

A number of photographs were then of- 
fered in evidence and also the 0bDullets 
dug out of the barge by Capt. Cooper, 
and the Commonwealth rested, and 
eae Brennan said the attorneys 
for the defense desired to go into consulta- 
tion. This was agreed to and the defend- 
ant’s counsel retired and after a consultation 
returned, and George W. Argoof Sioux City 
opened for the defense and said. 

‘*To me is assigned the important duty of 
opening the defense inthis most extraordl- 
nary case. Iought toexplain the presence 
of Mr. Erwin and myself here. We were 
sent here by the laboring men of the North- 
west to ald so faras we can this defendant. 

Mr. Argo then told the story of the sending 
of the Pinkertons to Homestead, and con- 
tinued: 

‘*We say this was an invasion by a foreign 
armed force; an assault on the county; an 
assault onthe commonwealth; an assault on 
the soil and an assault on you 
and all the people of this county and 
State. This armed body of men 
who invaded tbis State were not employed as 
laborers. They were men who couid not 
have been made deputy sheriffs; they were 
emissaries for what purpose? When they 
reached Homestead they made an attack on 
the people or this county and this State. So 
far as has been shown they were not there to 
protect property; noe evidence to show what 
they were doing there, They were met by 
the good citizens of Homestead and when 
they attempted toland they were met with 
resistan«e, 

**We say all persons on the banks of the 
river when this armed body attempted to 
land had aright there, that each ha right 
to defend himself and all others present; that 
all hada right touse deadly weapons when 
attacked by such weapons as these people on 
shore were attacked with; they had aright 
to defend themselves and ~

KILLED AT A CROSSING. 

Youncstown, 0O., Nov. 21.—Charles Will- 
iams, a young iron worker, employed atahe 
mills of Carl Wright, McCurdy & Co., was 
killed on the New York P, & O. just above 
Westlake crossing. When Erie train No. 8 
was being examined by the Inspectors at the 
depot, bloody suspenders and a bloody towel 
were found on atruck, This was the first 
known of anyone being hurt. A search along 
the track was instituted and the mangled re- 
mains were found strewn along the track. 
The young man was 17 yearsold and was on 
his way home from work. 


A CORPSE IN A RUNAWAY.

It May Fall Upon a Republican’s 
Shoulders. 


COMBINATION TO OVERTHROW THE POP- 
ULISTS IN KANPAS. 


Fred Douglass Sees No Calamity in the 
Election of Cleveland-—Mr. Depew Out- 
lines the Future of His Party—Draw- 
ing Lines on the New York Senator- 
ship— Politics. 


CuicaGo, Ill., Nov, 21.—A special from To- 
peka, Kan., says: Thespectacile of a Dem- 
ocrat in the speaker’s chair of the Kansas 
Legisiature is not an improbability. There 
will be but three Democrats in that body, 
and they will hold the balance of power. One 
of them will open headquarters in a day or 
two and make the race for Speaker. His 
name is Joseph Roenthal, and heisa banker 
at Santa Fe, Haskell County. A dicker with 
the Republican bosses is reported by the 
terms of which Roenthal proposes to help 
them organize the House. He thinks that 
the contest can be made successfully. This 
would mean a RepuDlican successor to Sena- 
tor Perkins. Roenthal opposed fusion. 

Official returns show that the Kansas Leg- 
islature on the day of its organization will 
stand as follows: Senate—People’s party, 25; 
Republicans, 15. House—Republicans, 62; 
People’s party, 58; Democrats, 3; Indepen- 
dent-Republican-Populist, 1. It requires six- 
ty-three votes to organize the House. The 
Republicans are one short ofa majority and 
the Populists five. The three Democrats be- 
long tothe straight Democratic faction and 
it ls expected they will act with the Repub- 
licans on organization. If they do the Re- 
publican candidate from the tied district 
will be seated. This will give the Republi- 
cans a majority of eight in the House and 
the Populists ten in the Senate. Several 
contests have been made by Repuhlican can- 
didates for the House sothat it is probable 
the Republicans will havea clear majority 
on joist ballot if they succeed in organizing 
the House. 

The result of the vote on the proposition to 
calla Constitutional Convention will prob- 
ably have to be dermined by the Supreme 
Court. With four counties to hear from 
115,000 votes were cast for the convention and 
114,000 against. It is not expected that the 
four counties will materially change the ma- 
jority, which on the face of the returns shows 
that the proposition has carried, but there 
were thousands of voters who neglected 
either to vote for or against it. 
A strict interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion means that the voter who neglects to 
vote either for or against the convention 
practically votes againstit. Most attorneys 
take this view of the matter, among them 
being Chief-Justice Horton and United States 
District Attorney Joseph W. Ady. But Atty.- 
Gen. Ives takes issue with them, holding 
that the proposition has carried. He believes 
that the proposition requires only a majority 
of the votes cast on the question and that it 
makes no difference how many electors {fall 
to vote. Hesaysthis was the decision when 
the prohibition amendment was. submitted 
and he belleves it applies just the same to 
the Constitutional Convention. Had it not 
been for the Prohibitiontists, who feared that 
a Constitutional Convention would eliminate 
prohibition from the Constitution, there 
ewe have been practically no opposition

FRED DOUGLAS HOPEFUL. 


CIRCULAL LETTER ISSUED TO THE COLORED 
RACE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 21.—Hon. Fred 
Douglas has received so many inquiries since 
the late election from members of the colored 
race who are anxious to learn his views as to 
the probable effect of Democratic accession to 
power that he has put his answer in the form 
ofa printed circular to save the labor of re- 
plying to each by letter. In this circular he 
expresses the opinion that those persons who 
have apprehendeda violent change for the 
worse, both in general condition of the 
country and in that of the colored 
people North and South, will find themselves 


agreeably surprised by the little difference 
which the change of administration will 
make. There will, he thinks, be made by the 
new Administration no disastrous assault 
upon the enterprise, industry and welfare of 
the country. the Democrats will, Mr. 
Douglass belleves, endeavor to overhaul the 
tariff, and in some cases changes will be 
made, butthe principle of protection will be 
neither ignored nor abandoned. As tothe 
effect of the election of Mr, Cleveland upon 
the condition of the colored people of the 
South, Mr. Douglass says he is free to say 
that he has his fears as well as his hopes. 

‘*‘It is hard,’’ he says, ‘‘to tell what will 
happen. Onethingl may with safety say. 
It will be very hardto makethe condition of 
the negro in the South much worse than it Is 
now and has been during the present admin- 
istration. I bellevethat the President-elect 
will see and act upon the wisdom of justice, 
peace and good will, alike to the white and 
colored people of the South. Iam sure that 
he will give no support or encouragement to 
lawless violence anywhere. I say this be- 
cause! know the man and that he stands 
high above the meanness that would strike 
down any because they are weak, unpopular 
and defenseless.’’

The bill is designed to prevent dealing in 
grain and cotton options and futures, while 
stock and bond speculation Is not interferred 
with. ‘‘l have made inquiries in New York 
on this subjectand the men I met, bankers 
and commercial men generally, did not seem 
to fear the result of the enactment of such a 
law. There is a law against betting on elec- 
tions, for instance, but we hear of a good 
deal of betting, just the same. It does not 
seem to me tobea measure that business 
men would really need fear. There is not a 
board of trade in the country that would be 
closed asa resultofthe passage ofthe anti- 
option law. In other words, ifa supposi- 
titious faro bank in the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
were closed it would bardly be proper to say 
the rifth Avenue Hotel was closed.’’

| City Treasurer Foerstel by Sanford 

. .N. Barton—The Money Lender Thinks 
He'll Recover His Loan if the Matter 
Is Hushed Up—The Treasurer Talks 
Very Cautiously. 


Gity Treasurer Michael J. Foerstel did not 
look at all worried as he sat at his desk in the 
little back room of his City Hall office this 
morning. He was down as usual by 
10 = so’ clock and from that time 
til he went out for lunch he 
received a swarm ofcallers who came on 
Various errands. Some had business con- 
nected with the Treasurer’s various financial 
affairs; others came to report how the Re- 
publicans in the wards were looking at 
the mayoralty situation. Others still, those 
the more intimate friends of the Treasurer, 
dropped in to find out for themselves the 
facts about the four notes held by Financial 
Agent Sandford N. Barton, on which the 
Tresurer says his indorsement bas been 
forged. 

In the SUNDAY Post-DIspatcn the story of 
the notes was giveu yesterday much more 
fully than Treasurer Foerstel found time 
to tell it to-day to his friends. 
lhe four notes, aggregating $7,200, 
appear ontheir face tobe drawn by W. T. 
Yow, who was formerly the Treasurer's 
bookkeeper, and indorsed by the Treasurer. 
Yow’s notes were bought by Barton, who 
is in that sort of bussness; or 
at least they were first heard 
of publicly in his bands. He attempted to 
Degotiate them through the St. Louls Na- 
tional Bank, and Treasurer Foerstel when 
called on to pay them in April de- 
clared his indorsement on them a 
forgery. Barton then employed Chester H. 
Krum as his attorney. and filed sult against 
Treasurer Foerstel for the tace of the note. 

At the same time he telegraphed for Yow, 
who was then in Richmond, telling him that 
the Treasurer had refused to pay the notes, 
and ordering him to come back. Yow dia 
return, ara without going to see the Treas- 
urer employed Marshall McDonald as his law- 
yer, and declared that he woulda 
sue Mr. Foerstel for slander in 
placing on him by implication the suspicion 
offorgery. Treasurer Foersiel got ex-Judge 
George W. Lubke as hiscounsel. The trialof 
the case is set for Dec. 1 before Circuit Judge 


Fisher. 
MR. FOFRSTEL’S BORROWED MONEY. 

Investigating the peculiar affair reporters 
ofthe Post-Dispatcu obtained statements 
from Treasurer Foerstel, Yow, Barton 
and Money Lenders J. Brooks John- 
Bon and Joun li. Vette. Treas- 
wrer Foerstel said frankly that in 
his real estate business he had borrowed 
large sums of money, mortgaging land to se- 
cure the loans, but he took the grounds that 
this was his private business. He said 
be had indorsed notes to the 
amount of $6,600 for Yow,having perfect con- 
fidence in him and had been obliged to pay 
the notes. He discussed with equal straight- 
forwardness the stories aroused by the 
suit against him, that he was short 
in accounts with the city. the 
Grand-jury was in session, he said, hits office 
Was opento inspection, and if everything 
Was not above suspicion in the books and the 
Vaults an hour’s investigation would show 
it. Besides, he added, he was under a bond 
of $100,000 to the city, and the sureties were 
perfectly responsibie men. 

Mr. Vette said he had frequently lent money 
to Yow on notes with Treasurer Foerstel’s in- 
dorsement, and they had always been paid. 

Mr. Johnson said he had also had financial 
dealings with the Treasurer, but they had 
been satisfactory, and the official did not 
now owehim a cent. Mr. Yow told a 
Very long story of his financial connection 
with Treasurer Foerstel, He said he had 
been getting notes discounted for two years. 
He gotthe money from Johnson, Vette and 
Barton, and generally turned in the 
greater part of ittothe City Hall. The four 
notes heid by Barton were obtained like the 
rest. Hehad noidea that there would be 
any trouble about them till Barton 
telegraphed for him to return to 
St. Louis from Richmond, Va., where 
he was. Atthe same time he gota telegram 
from Treasurer Foerstel, telling him there 
was no necessity for him to return. 

Nevertheless, he came back, but he 
dia not got to see the Treas- 
urer. lie met Edward Foerstel, the 
son of tne Treasurer, who asked him if he 

ing to see his father. Yow replied 
that he was not, and,’’ he added, ‘‘l have 
not seen either one of them since.’’

FOUGHTIN A BUGGY. 

Detective Gocking’s Thrilling Experi 
ence With Henry Brown. . 


ARRESTED FOR ROBBERY HE MAKES A 
DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 


The Detective Accepts the Invitation to 
' Bide With Brown to ths Station and 
‘Brown Drives Like a Madman—During 
the Struggle for Possession of the 
Reins the Vehicle Is Upset. 


Detective Gocking had a thrilling ride this 
morning in a buggy with a man named Henry 
Brown, whom he was arresting on a charge 
of stealingtwocows. Last Saturday morning 
two fine Jersey cows were stolen from 
Mr. Fink’s pasture on the Clayton road, just 
outside the city limits.

Early this morning he put 
inan appearance and to qdestions Gocking 
asked him he saidhe had bought the cows 
from a farmer only a short timeagoand 
that they were his. Gocking placed him un- 
der arrest, and was about tocall the wagon 
when the ol€d man, who gave his name as 
Henry Brown, suggested that they take his 
buggy and ride to the station. Gocking 
agreed and got in with bim. Brown 
held the _ reins because, as he _ said, 
he hadaspirited horse, which required skillful 
handling. Gocking allowed him to drive, 
but when he turned east on Chouteanl avenue 
and whipped up intoa ayaas gait Gocking 
saw he meantto escape by upsetting the rlg 
or by throwing him out. The de- 
tective tried to grab the reins, but 
Brown held themaway, and as the horse 
plunged ahead at break-neck speed the two 
men wrestied and tumbled each other about 
on the small seat in the fight for 
Ossession of the reins, As the 
2Uuggy neared Jefferson and Chouteau 
avenues, Gocking succeeded in getting hold 
of one line and giving tt a strong pull he 
jerked the horse onto the sidewalk and 
against a telegraph pole. The buggy 
was upset and in the confusion Brown, 
who was unhurt, tried torunaway. Gock- 
ing, who was tangled up iu the reins, 
and buggey-top, called on ani Officer 
who had run up tothe scene to catch Brown, 
and he didso. Therigand Brown were then 
taken tothe station. A revolver was found 
on Brown, and Gocking claims he tried to 
getatit while the fight was going oninthe 
buggy, but as he had his weight on him 
he could not draw it. Mr. Fink 
has identified the cowat White’s bttcher 
shopand says it is his.

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KNIGHTS OF LABOR HOME. 


A Movement on Foot to Establish One— 
To-Dey’s Proceedings. 


Visiting Knights of Labor spent Sunday 
quietly and madeita day of rest. Some of 
them drove about the city and out 
to Forest Park, others visited the 
houses of friends and relatives and all 
put aside the business thét . brought 
them to St. Loulis. Saturday night many 
delegates addressed meetings of organized 
labor bodies upon various questions relating 
tothe welfare ofthe members. To-day the 
Knights returned to their labors at Walhalla 
Hall fresh and determined to finish up the 
work of the convention by to-morrow night. 

Although itis not intended at this session 
of the general body totake action “upon the 
founding of a home foraged and disabled 
Knights of Labor, there is a very general 
sentiment among the Knights that the work 
eught to be takenin hand and carried to 
a successful issue. The attempt made 
years ago to establish a home 
resulted disastrously. Charges were made 
against some of those interested anda scan- 
dal ensued which causedthe projectto be 
dropped. This was in 1886. Since then the 
condition of the order has greatly improved 
and itis belleved that nowthe undertaking 
is entirely feasible. 

A HOME WILL BE ESTABLISHED. 

T. B. Maguire was questioned on this sub- 
ject to-day and said that it was the purpose 
of some of the Knights to begin the agitation 
of the proposition after the adjournment of 
the General Assembly in order to get the 
movement tar enough advanced by the time 
the next assembly meets, for its action. ‘‘In 
bodies of this sort,’’ he said, ‘‘you have to 
prepare the minds of men foraction ona 
given subject. There is no doubt thatthe 
order nmeeds a home for aged and 
disabled men. When a man who depends 
upon his labor fora living becomes through 
age orany other cause unable to compete 
with his fellow man in the workshops, on the 
bench or in whatever capacity his work may 
be, he must go down, and there is no other 
destination for him but the Work -house and 
the prison. To obviate that disgraceful 
end some refuge tor him. ought 
to be provided, and it is certainly 
the province of those who labor for the up- 
lifting of numanity to look to the establish- 
ment of such an institution, The Knights of 
Labor are going to havea home forthe aged 
ifittakes twenty years to get it, and the 
matter willbe agitated during the coming 

ear.’’ 
bay Where would you locate the home?’’ 

‘*‘In the West somewhere. The East is all 
built up now. Itis the home ofcapital. We 
must follow the people and the Westis the 
natural field for our work. My idea would be 
to have all the local assemblies get up liec- 
tures on labor topics, or other entertain- 
ments, say once a month, and charge a mod- 
erate sum for admission, 10 cents or some- 
thing like that, for the benefit of a home 
fund. Plenty of money could be got together 
in this way and it seems tome tobe a very 
simple thingtodo. [kKnowtt could be done 
very easily when once we have 
got the members of the order 
interested In it. A college for the Iinstruc- 
tion of the young could be connected with 
the home and its beneficial results thus in- 
creased. I think the idea will become popu- 
lar when properly set on foot, 

FEAR HOSTILITY FROM THE FEDERATION. 

During the present convention séveral 
matters have come up which have made the 
members feel the hostility of the Federated 
trades. Grand Mastery;Workman Powterly 
was asked by a Post-DIsraTCH reporter to- 
day about the causes which actuated the 
Federation in its antagonism to the 
Knights. Hesaid: ‘*‘I wish the newspaper 
men would,not ask me these questions. [I 
don’t want to say anything about the Feder- 
ation. They are fighting us and we are pot 
Hghting them. The Federation Is made up of 
men who have left the Knights of Labor on 
account of same grievance, or have 
been expelled, and they want. to 
cause us trouble. They remind me’ of the 
elephant and the little dog at the circus. The 
deg was barking furiously and snapping at 
the elephant’s foot, when the latter looked 
down to see what was the cause of the Com- 
motion. ‘What are you doing there?* he 
sald. ‘‘I am fighting you,’’ said the dog. 
Well, they are snapping at us all the time 
and the noise is the only thing that makes u 
know it. We would prefer peace it we could 
get it, but are neither scared nor hurt. 

DISCUSSED THE HOMESTEAD TROUBLE, 

Among Knights of Labor the collapse of the 
Homestead strike was the occasion of general 
regret, and to-day it was the main topic of 
discussion. They were ailin sympathy with 
the Amalgamated Association in its fight 
against Carnegie and Frick, but had little 
hope that the workingmen would come off 
victorious, the conditions existing at Home- 
stead being entirely favorabie to the capital- 
ists, Labor knights here say that the Home- 
stead workingmen will haveto adopt some 
secret form. of or misation now that open 
fighting has proved of no avail,

FRENCH PRESS BILL. 


The Measure WNullified in the Chamber of 
Deputies. 


PARIS, Nov.21.—All of the Paris papers com- 
ment on the action of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties on Saturday on the press bill, and agree 
that it practically nullifies the measure. The 
Matin says that the mountain has labored 
and brought forth the mouse. The Soleil 
calls the outcome of the fight over the bill an 
abortion. The Journal dea Debdats thinks that 
the Government hoped to have the 
rejected clause of the bill restored in 
the Senate, but says that should the 
Senate so act the Chamber would never con- 
firm the action of the Upper House. The 
radical and anarchistic organs are jubilant 
over the situation, and claim it as a vindica-~ 
tion of the liberty of the press, while it evi- 
dences the weakness of the Government. The 
Figaro reports that the Cabinet discussed the 
situation Saturday night and decided not to 
resign. 

The death of Baron De Reinach, who was 
one of the men compromised in the Panama 
scandal, has caused considerable discussion 
here, and storiesare afloat that rather than 
stand prosecution he committed suicide, 
These stories find credence in many quarters, 
This morning it was said that his death was 
caused by cerebral excitement, brought on 
by the discovery that papers showing that 
he was compromised in the canal scandal 
had been stolen from him. 

His family refuse toallowan autopsy to be 
held and this is taken as confirmation of the 
suicide theory, though his family gave as 
their reason for refusing, that to allow an 
autopsy is contrary to the Jewish religion, 
Baron De Reinach leaves a fortune of 75,000,- 
000 francs ($15,000,000). 

The Bank of Paris has advanced the Span- 
ish Government another 25,000,000 francs. 
This makes 75,000,000 francs advanced by the 
bank. Inloaning the money the bank tm- 
poses a condition that the Cortes meet at-the 
beginning of December and authorize the 
government to raise a iarge joan, part of 
which shall be used to repay the Dank. 
The Spanish opposition tg organizing to com- 
pel a fnll discussion of the fiRancial embar- 
rassment and to prevent the ministers from 
rushing a loan billthrough. If the debate Is 
protracted it may endin the suspension of 
the payment of interest on the national 
debt, the Rothschilds having already de- 
clined toadvance more money. They are 
clamoring for the payment of advances made 
by them. It is estimated that 4,000,000,000 
francs in Spanish securities are held in 
France. Spanish bankruptcy, comipg on the 
collapse of the Panamacompany would bea 
heavy blow to French industry.

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DAWN OF LIBERALISM IN RELIGIOUS 
} » EDUCATION, 


Oné.of the Most Important Steps Ever 
Taken by the Hierarchy in America— 
Influence of the Faribault Controversy 


on the Decision—Salvation Army Con- 


gress Opened— Religious News. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 21.—The full devel- 
opments of the meetings of the Catholic 
archbishops in New York last wee are 
anxiously awaited here, where they are 
matters of much concern and conjecture in 
Catholic circles. The arrival at home of 
Cardinal Gibbons has given new impetus to 
the discussion of what decisions may have 
been reached at the New York conference. 
The friends of Archbishop Ireland be- 
Neve the dawn of a new era in the 
history of the Catholic Church of the 
United States is at handand already they 
see the daylight of liberalism in education 
breaking over the tops of the hills of ultra- 
religious objection. The authority for this 
belief is the report of the prelates—a short, 
seemingly ‘‘nothing in it’’ statement, which, 
however, when examined closely, considered 
carefully and read between the lines, is 
seen to be one of the most important pro- 
nouncements ever made by the hierarchy of 
the Catholic Church in America. 

This is all the more remarkable when the 
decided opposition of a number of the arch- 
bishops to the school plan of Archbishop Ire- 
land is considered. There were among the 
prelates and their suffragans those who had 
Geciared themselves unequivocally far the 
parochial schooPsystem. There were priests 
who favoredaprohibition against Catholic 
children attending public schools. un- 
Ger pain of ecclesiastical censure— 
in short, for compulsory attendance 
of Catholic schools. These clergymen had 


expressed their opinions fromthe chancel, | 


and in some partsofthe country made little 
ifany provisions for the religious education 
of the children attending public schools. 
Their views were known tothe archbishops 
and were diametrically opposed to the policy 
marked out by Archbishop Ireland in the 
conduct of educational methods in his arch- 
diocese. 

He gave the Faribault system existence, 
and againstthe hue and cry of opposition 
from this country and in Rome, where the 
strongest sort of influences were brought to 
bear to have his theories condemned, the 
Pope indorsed the Archbishop’s acumen and 
Oatholicity by allowing the Faribault plan to 
be tolerated. This meant that there was 
nothing pernicious in the system to the in- 
terest of the Catholic church in the United 
States. It meant that the Pope, after 
receiving Cardinal Gibbons’ indorsement of 
Archbishop Ireland’s ideas, had abiding 
faith in that prelate’s ability to take care of 
his own affaires. The news was bitter in some 
quarters, but there was nothing left but to 
acknowledge that the Liberaiists had carried 
their point. 

Pure and simple, the report, while not say- 
ing so in so many words, is an indorsement 
of the progressive policy of educational 
matters advanced by the liberal Catholic 

arty, led by Cardinal Gibbons and 
i brilliant lieutenant, Archbishop Ire- 
jand of Paul, The influence 
of these two prelates has marked it- 
self indelibly: upon the character of the 
Catholic Church in this land, ana in no way 
more prominentiy, say their friends here, 
than in the adoption of this brief parochial 
school report, which was accepted unani- 
mously by the assembled archbishops, and 
without one dissenting vote was ordered to 
be given to the public. 

The second resolution of the report Is con- 
sidered the importantfea are. The points 
the friends of Archbishop Ireland make with 
regard to this is that there is no condemna- 
tion of the public schools; on the con- 
trary, special provisions are to be made in 
Sunday schools and by special instructions 
and care of those children who attend public 
schools. This resolution is held to likewlse 
contain a ‘‘dig’’ at those priests who make 
no effort to have the public school children 
of their parish educated inthe Catholic re- 
ligion. it tells them plainly that they must 
utfor the religious welfare of these 
cblldren. 

Here is the ground upon which the liber- 
alists claim victory: If the public schoois 
are not condemned—if, on the contrary, they 
are tolerated as shown by the report made 
by the archbishops, in directing provision to 
be made for the religious training of the 
children, then there is no wrong ina Catholic 
child attending the public schools, argue the 
liberalists, so long as his religious instruction 
is not neglected.

place with a great deal of ceremony in the 
presence of the congress. The first rendezvous 
of the accredited delegates is to occur in 
Lennox Lyceum, Madison avenue and Fifty- 
ninth street, this afternoon at 5 o’clock, 
where they will sit down to a banquet at 
which Gen. Booth, the centra! figure of the 
congress, will preside. The delegates 
will join the procession to be formed 
at this poin and about 7 o’clock 
it will move with the music of 
brass bands, the tinkling of tambourines and 
the shouts of Salvation cuoruses, thence to 
the Carnegie Music Hall, where the first two 
formal sessions of the congress are to be held 
on this and to-morrow night. The parade 
will move in six divisions. At its head with 
the American flag will be carried the original 
stand of colors brought to this country as the 
giftof Mrs. Gen. William Booth, when the 
pioneers of the army ianded here fourteen 
yearsago. Maj. Smith willl carry them. 

In Carnegie Hall Mrs. Baliington Booth will 
deliver an address to the congress, following 
which Miss Carrie Smith, the 1,65u0th officer 
ofthearmy, will be commissioned a lieu- 
tenant. She has been a Salvation Army 
worker for the last six years. Ensign Edith 
Marshall is to recetve a banner to com- 
memorate her services in having eniisted an 
auxiliary corps of 500 troops during the year.

CONTINUATION OF REV. DR. SMITH’S TRIAL FOR 


HERESY. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 21.—The trial of Henry 
Preserved Smith for alleged heresy was re- 
sumed at the First .Presbyterian Church this 
morning. There was a large attendance. 
After the usual devotional exercises the roll 
was called ana the absentees noted. 

Dr. Lowe asked leave to supplement his re- 
marks in reply to Prof. Smith’s opening 
speech, so that Prof. Smith could answer 
fully the charges of the prosecution in his 


closing argument. After some discussion 
this was agreed to, 

Dr. Lowe said he wished to call attention 
to the form of the charges as set forth in the 
Presbyterian manual. The Prosecution 
Committee, he contended, had followed these 
forms in preferring “<,eir charges against 
Prof. Smith. He quoted from Bannerman on 
**the inspiration ofthe Scriptures’’ to show 
the scope of pienary inspiration. He arwued 
that Prof. Smith was wrong in asserting that 
the Westminster men retused to adopt the 
**Irish articles’’ as to inerrancy. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Lowe’s remarks 
Prof. Smith continued his argument as tothe 
sufficiency of the charges. ‘ihe prosecution, 
he said, had fatledto answer his objections 
to the first charges, and the objections 
should, therefore, be sustained,

The Great Strike at Homestead Declared 
Off. 

HOMESTEAD, Pa., Nov. 21.—The strike hav- 
ing been officially declared off a grand rush 
was madethis morning by the workers to get 
back to work. As early as 6 o’clock the rush 
began, and it kept: the police busy 
handling the crowa. By 9 o’clock 
the rush was over, but they continued to go 
in in twos and threes and this will doubtless 
be keptupfordaystocome. A large number 
were turned away, some with good prospects 
of securing their old positions In the near 
future, while many were info®med that they 
would be given no work under any 


consideration. Itis now plainly evident that 
the biack list is quite long and those whose 
names appear onthe list will be forced to 
seek work elsewhere. The firm Is inclined to 
favor the old menas much as possible and 
there has already been a large number of 
colored men dischar ged to make room for old 
employes. The condition of the plant is 
such that repairs willhaveto be made, and 
the old men have hopes that they will be 
given their old positions after repairs are 
completed. Speaking of the action of the 
Amalgamated lodges in declaring the Home- 
stead strke off, National Secretary Killgallon 
said to-day: 

‘*‘The association is well satisfied with the 
conduct of the men during the struggle. 
While some features of the contest were 
painful, the loyalty of the men to the associ- 
ation and the confidence they reposed in each 
other is without a parallel in labor dls- 
putes. From the start the men were masters 
of their own destiny, and the association has 
confined Itself toassistingin every possible 
way to bring about a successful termination 
of the struggle. Ifit has not been able to do 
that it does not reflect upon the power and 
influence of the organization. The case was 
one where a vast accumulation of wealthin 
the hands of the Carnegie company swayed 
the tide of battle in their favor. 

**The asscciation will continue its conserva- 
tive course, and we have very good reasons 
to believe that the success which has hitherto 
attended its efforts will follow it in the 
future.’’ 

A report to the effect that the funds for the 
locked-out men were misapplied was a 
nantly denied by President Garland, who sa 
that if necessary it could be shown how 
eve cent of the money received had been 
ex. dad. itwas learned that the defense 
fun Sbehalf of the men under tndictment 
wil kept open, anda number of subscrip- 
tionsto itare expected to fiow in from all 
parts of the country. 

Secretary Lovejoy of the Carnegie com- 
pany, on being asked what remarks he had 
to make in rezard tothe mill being declared 
open by the union, said: 

‘*I may venture tosay that this action of 
the Amalgamated Association will have no 
effect wh ron the indictments against 
the disia®™ of the peace at Homestead. 
These are uow in the hands of the law offi- 
cers of the Commonwealth ané@ by them, of 
course, Will be pushed toanissue. So far as 
the Homestead millis concerned, places will 
be givento alltheold men who wish to re- 
turn, provided there is room for them, but 
none of the men now workingand whoare 
competent will be displaced to favor men 


hailing from the association.’’

Again in the Criminal Court.

IT COMES UP AND IS CARRIED FORWARD 
TO DEC. 14. 


Midwife Hotson Runs the Gauntlet of a 
Crowded Court-Rocm — Dashman’s 
Cass Follows Hers—An Important 
State Witness Refuses to Testify—Mar- 
shal! McDonalda’s Prediction. 


The case of the State against Midwife ‘‘Liz- 
zie’’ Hotson, charged with manslaughter in 
the second degree for complicity in causing 
the death oi Miss Laura Fitts-in February, 
Is91, from the effects of a criminal operuatioa, 
wasthefirstentry on the docket to-day in 
the Criminal Court. Two entries below the 
Hotson case appeared the record of 
that of the Stata against Geo. 
W. Dashman, also charged with manslaugh- 
ter in the second degree for his alleged share 
in causing Laura Fitts’ death. The wit- 
nesses whose names appeared onthe docket 
record of the case were Dr. F. V. L. Brokaw, 
Dr. A. Vv. L. Brokaw, both of whom attended 
Laura Fitts in the fatal illness following the 
criminal operation; Mr. John W. Fitts and 
Mrs. Elizabeth Fitts, parents of the 
dead girl; Miss Edith Hinman, a 
young lady clerk in a down-town store who 
has knowledge bearing upon the acquaint- 
ance between Dashman and Midwife Hotson; 
Ada Bell, Mary Becker, Dr. F, J. Lutz, Mrs. 
Elien Farrell, at whose house the fictitious 
party was supposed or said to have been 
given the fatal night that Laura Fitts re- 
mained away from home all night, viz., Jan. 
28 1891, and Ruth Hirst, the Keeper 


ofa disreputable house who is to be a witness 
against Mrs. Hotson’s character. The case 
against Mrs. Hotson was set for trial before 
Judge Green, specially sitting, and that of 
George W. Dashman was set for trial 
before Judge Castleman, The attorneys 
for the defense in the Hotson case 
were Lawyers Marstall McDonald and 
Thomas W. Harvey, and for the prose- 
cution Gov. Charlies P. Johnson and 
Circuit Attorney Ashley C. Clover. The 
greatest public interest has developed in the 
case from its very beginning at the Coroner’s 
inquest followingthe pitiful death of Miss 
Laura Fitts, and owingtothe strange delay 
of two years in the trial of Midwife Hotson 
and George W. Dashman, held responsible 
for Laura Fitts’ death, the final disposition 
of the case promises to be watched by the 
public with pecullar and significant atten- 
tion. 
MIDWIFE HOTSON’S APPEARANCE. 

Owlngtothe many sensational and dra- 
matic scenes attending the preliminary hear- 
ing of the case inthe Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection eighteen months ago, thechief actors 
inthe tragic storyas it will again be toid 
this time from the witness stand of the 
Criminal Court, are well known to the 
public. The first of these to 
make an appearance this morning 
was Midwife Loulse Hotson herself, and the 
court-room was crowded when she arrived. 
The now famous little midwife was compelled 
to run a veritable gauntlet between two al- 
most solid walls of curious visitors to the 
Criminal Court. She entered at the west 
aoor, and hurrying down the central aisie, 
passed through the gate dividing the 
lawyers’ and jury’s inclosure from 
the spectators’ seats, and then, by 
a quick flank {movement to the 
right, disappeared in the witnesses’ room. 
Midwife Hotson was stylishly dressed ina 
tight-fitting tailor-made gown of dark ma- 
terial, and her pink-and-white complexion 
and red lips were as freshly noticeable as 
during the early stages of the celebrated 
case. She was accompanied by her young 
sister-in-law, Katie Hotson, the Ccalm- 
faced and steady-eyed blonde girl, who lives 
with her, and whose unshakable testimony 
at the preliminary hearing was one of the 
sensations of the case. 

Attorney Harvey was the first of the lawyers 
employed inthe caseto putin an appear- 
ance, and heatonce disappeared in the wit- 
ness-roomin conference with Midwife Hot- 
son, his client. Gov. Charles P. Jolhn- 
son was next on the stage 
for the second legal presentation of 
the tragic story, and Marshall McDonald, 
pale and thin from his recent illness, was the 
third toreport. Then came Circult Attorney 
Ashley C. Clover, andthe contingent of the 
case was practically complete in its muster 
on the scene. Neither Mr. and Mr. Fitts, 
parents of dead Laura Fitts, nor George W. 
Dashman hadarrived upto the moment or 
the open ng of court with Judge Casteman on 
the bench, and following that there was the 
usual Monaay morning delay,as a long string 
of summoned jurors passed in review belore 
Judge Castleman, withthe usual entreaties 
to be relieved from ‘‘doing the State sume 
service.’’ 

THE CASE CALLED, 

At 10:30 o’clock Judge Castleman looked 
placidly down on the group of lawyers In his 
iront, and murimured: 

‘*Lizzie Hotson?’’ 

May it please the Court,’’ said Mr. Bishop, 
‘*that case is to be tried before Judge Green, 
a special Judge.’’ 

The Court nodded and tben said: 

‘*George W. Dashman?’’ 

‘*The state is ready, your honor, replied 
Circuit Attorney Clover, but as Judge Castle- 
man settied himself on the bench Mr. Ciover 
continued: **But although we are ready for 
trial, may it please the Court, itis with the 
understanding that the case will be tried 
after the triai of the Hotson case. 

‘*‘Callthe deliendant,’’ said Judge Castle- 
man curtly, andthe Sheriff’s voice arose in 
the court- room: 

‘**George W. Dashman!’’

‘*May it please the court,’’ answered 
Marshall McDonald, quickly, ‘‘I would state 
thatatthe last three calls of the case the 
defense has answered that it was ready.

‘*I will continue itto that date, anyway,’’ 
said Judge Green, and so once again the now 
‘*shop-worn’’ act of moving the Hotson and 
Dashman cases forward on the court docket 
Was gone through with. 

A PECULIAR COMPLICATION. 

A peculiar interstate complication has 
arisen inthecase. The State is unabie to get 
its most important witness to the witness- 
stand. This witness is a Miss Mary Becker 
of Silver Lake, Il. She testified 
at the preliminary hearing that 
she was inthe Hotson establishment on the 
nisht of Jan. 28, 1891, and that a young lady 
who Katie Hotson toiid her was Laura Fitts, 
came there accompanied Dy aman, and re- 
mained all night. In the night, witness 
heard groans coming from the room which 
Laura Fitts occupled. She also tells of the 
removal of underclothing by the washer- 
womanthe next day, and of Mrs. Hot- 
son’s talking with Katie Hotson about 
her **‘instruments.’’ She testified 
further that Mrs. Hotson told her of her, 
Hotson’s visit to old Mrs. Fitts when Siie 
took Laura back home the next day, and 
masqueraded as ‘‘\irs. May Jennings.’’ This 
Witness alsotellsofa previous visit, a few 
days before Jan. 28, 1891, paid by Laura Fitts 
to Mrs. Hotson, and also of the peculiar 
transaction between Midwife Hotson and 
Geo. W. Dashman,in which a rug figured. But 
now Miss Kecker positively refuses to come 
to St. Louis and testify, and Gov. Johnson 
suys that being in another state sbe cannot 
be compelled tocome, asthe case is not a 
federalcase. Neither can her testimony 
given at the preliminary hearing be used. 

‘*‘I think we may persuade her to come 
here Dec. 14,’’ said Gov. Johnson, in conclu- 
sion. ‘*She is our most important witness. 

Marshall McDonaid, Midwife Hotson’s 
leading attorney, its evidéntly delighted at 
the present position ofthe cuse. He predicts 
now that the State will never bring it to 
trial. The punishment of the murderer or 
murderers of Miss Laura Fitts seems farther 
off now than it did two years ago. The case 
is developing into a masterpleceof delay and 
ineffectual justice.

WIDE DEVASTATION. 


Northwestern Washington Under a Flood 
Of Water. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 21.—Reports received 
from the districts visited by the recent storm 
show a far greater lossthan was at first an- 
ticipated. At Sedro several lives are reported 
lost, fatalities are reported in Skagit and 
Stillagvamish Valley from the floods. Mount 
Vernon, Fir, Laconner, Hamilton and other 
towns are under water four or more feet 
deep and people are removing their effects to 
higher ground, fearing a still greater rise. 

The Skagit River is so full of logsand drift 
that navigation is suspended. Nearly a mil- 
lion feet of logs came down yesterday, tear- 
ing out the pler of the Wadon Bridge at 
Mount Vernon, snapping the plies off like 
frail weeds. The banks of the river are lined 
with people watching the mad torrent. 

Several breaks huve occurredin the levee 
and the valleys and the towns are the scenes 
of desolation. The lower floors of the houses 
are covered with several feet of water, while 
the water in the streets is so high as to make 
pedestrianism almost impossible. In one 
place the break inthe levee is half a mile 
long and six feet wide and the torrent is 
rushing madly through the town of Fir. 
Beaver Marsh and the town of Laconner are 
also flooded, and the farmers are driving 
their stock to high ground. The damage to 
the farming district alone will reach bun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

The telegraph lines are prostrated in many 
sections, and when communication has been 
restored a fearful tale inay be told. Ratlroad 
wash-outs are reported from many parts of 
the country. In many places big landslides 
have washed out the road-bed for miles. At 
Samish Lake and Ricksham several bundred 
feet of track have been wasled out, and at 
the former place a bridge was carried away. 
Yesterday a Seattle & Northern train ran in- 
to a floating bridge in the Skagit Valicy, and 
the engine and baggage-car went into the 
river. Theflreman was buried under the 
locomotive, andthe engineer and baggage- 
man only saved themselves by jumping and 
swimming ashore. Word from the town of 
Stanwood says that place is flooded 
and that it was found necessary to abandon 
the lower floors of the buildings owing tothe 
high waters. Communication with the other 
districts is cut off, except by steamer. 

The southwestern part of the State did not 
fare so badly as the northwestern, Judging 
from the reports received from that section. 
Heavy rains have prevailed and the creeks 
and rivers are swollen beyond precedence, 
but no great damage beyond losses of logs 
and shingle booms are reported.

OUR WATERWAY PROBLEM. 


The commerce of the great lakes has 
grown cnormously in the last ten years, 
but that of the navigation season now 
ending has been far in excess of any former 
year. This great waterway has within a 
decade more than doubled the population 
and business of the dozen great cities 
on its shores and bids fair to make 
them the chief bandlers of the com- 
merce of this Union, the chief seats 
of its manufacturing enterprise. Its con- 
trolling influence is now so well estab- 
lished that all new railroad enterprises 
have dircet reference to it, and all business 
is tending more and more lakeward. 

Yet this is a waterway closed by ice 
more than half the year and incapable of 
being made navigable for existing sea- 
going vessels atany season. True, heavy 
expenditures on shoal places have in the 
last forty years increased its channel 
depth to fourteen fect, but the vast in- 
crease of tonnage is due chiefly to great 
improvementsin building freight steam- 
ers, ‘‘whalebacks,’’ etc. 

No practical deepening of the channel 
will ever make the Mississippi a victerious 
competitor of this lake waterway for 
Western export and import trade. Noth- 
ing will do it but some great step forward 
in naval construction which will give 
us ships of adjustable draft capa- 
ble of carrying full cargoes with 
equal speed and safety on the river and on 
the ocean, A 1,000-ton steamer of that 


of 
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description could carn $20,000 every three 
weeks in the year by round trips between 
St. Louis and Vera Oruz and still charge 
only $10 per ton for freight each way. This 
would be only about half the charge now 
made by existing lines, and such a steamer 
could get freight enough both ways to earn 
$840,000 a year. 

A responsible iron firm whose superin- 
tendent is a shipbuilder of experience and 
distinction proposes to build such a ship 
to test the Lucas plan for $175,000, and has 
enough faith in its success to take $25 ,000 
of the amount in stock. 

If the ship should disappoint the expec- 
taticns of the navalconstruction cxperts 
who think it certain to do all that is 
claimed for it, the investment would bea 
loss. Butshould it provea success, nothing 
can be more certain than that the commerce 
of the Mississippi and the cities on its 
banks would in the next ten years show 
an increase equal to that which has taken 
place on the lake route in the last ten.

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THE PANAMA CANAL SCANDAL. 


It is believed that the prosecution 
promised by the French Government 
against the projectors and financial agents 
of the Panama Canal Co. will result in some 
startling exposures. Experts estimate 
that only $80,000,000 of the $265,000,000 
which the company realized on the bonds 
have been legitimately expended and that 
the remaining $185,000,000 have been 
wasted or misappropriated. 

There is no trace of this enormous fund, 
and should the judicial investigation lo- 
cate it, the probability is much of it will 
be found to have gone in the pockets of 
some distinguished and hitherto unsus- 
pected statesmen. 

There is something patheticin the ar- 
raignment of M. de Lesseps for embezzle- 
ment. The great engineer who con- 
structed the Suez Canal, despite so many 
discouragements and difficulties, is now 
87 years of age and has been the recipient 
o! many honors fromforeign governments 
as well as from his own. To institute 
acriminal prosecution against him now 
and, in the event of conviction, to consign 
him to prison, would indeed be a melan- 
choly end to a brilliant and hitherto hon- 
orable career. 

It is evident, however, that the plun- 
dered subscribers to the fund have driven 
the ministry to this final step, and once 
having inaugurated the prosecution it 
will be vigorously pushed. M. Eiffel of 
Eiffel Tower fame seems also involved, 
but claims he can establish his innocence. 

This action will doubtless put an end to 
any further prosecution of the work fcr 
a long time to come, and it is not likely 
its completion will ever be effected by 
French funds.

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DEFAMING DANIEL WEBSTER. 


Rev. Charles G. Ames, 
Church of the Disciples, Boston, 
cently published a sermon on ‘‘ Whittier’s 
Religion,’’ in which the following re- 
markable passage occurs: 

The self-ruined statesinan, the idolof New 
England, could not long survive the repyo- 
bation of an awakened public consclence. 
More and more he sought to drown his 
chagrinin strong potations, and soon hid 
himself from the light of the sun. 

Which, being translated into plain En- 
glish, means that Daniel Webster was so 
deeply hurt by the clamor of the Abolition 
party against the compromise measures of 
180 and the fugitive slave law, that he de- 
liberately drank himself todeath. That 
such a shameless falsehood could be 
preached and published by a clergyman of 
good standing is not calculated to ele- 
vate his in the opinion 
of honest men. There is 
a shadow of evidence to 
that Webster ever regretted his share in 
the efforts of forty years ago for the main- 
tenance of the Union, or that he did not 
congratulate himself upon having done 
what he considered his solemn duty ina 
great public emergency. His action, and 
that of his colaborer, Clay, was heartily 
indorsed by practically the entire Demo- 
cratic party North and South, and 
by the entiro Whig party, except 
the comparatively small faction known 
as Abolitionists. Abraham Lincolx was 
then one of the most prominent Whigs in 
Illinois, and if he was not in fullest sym- 
pathy with Webster and Clay in their 
compromise legislation, that interesting 
fact has never been mentioned. How very 
gingérly the future author of the Emanci; 
pation Proclamation touched the burning 
question of slavery, as late as 1858, may be 
seen by any reader of his speeches in the 
Senatorial campaign of that year. The 
simple truth of the matter is that in 1850, 
Webster and Clay represented fully nine- 
tenths of the public sentiment of the 
country in regard to slavery, and were 
warmly applauded for doing what itis now 
the fashion among a certain class of 
philanthropic patriots to bitterly con- 
demn. It is so easy—and cheap—to be 
‘‘wise after the event.’’ 

It is hardly necessary to say that the 
other, and baser, half of Rev. Mr. Ames’ 
accusation is equally groundless, Webster 
was 70 years- old when he died, and 
‘‘strong potations’’ had no more to do 
with his death than with the composition 
and delivery of Rev. Mr. Ames’ sermon. 
His habits in regard to drinking were no 
better and no worse than those of most of 
the public men of his day, and that they 
impaired his health, much less hastened 
his death, there is not the slightest reason 
to believe. Rev. Mr. Ames—who is pre- 
sumably a son of Massachusetts—should 
at least have been altogether certain of the 
truth of his statements before going out of 
his way to blacken the name and fame of 
the greatest representative statesman Mas-

In spite of his follies and faulte— 
and he was not free from either—Daniel 
Webster was an Ameriean of whom every 
American has a right to be proud; and his 
name and fame will. live in the hearts of 
his countrymen as long a8 grass grows and 
water runs on American soil.

THE official termination of the Home- 
stead strike was a mere formality as there 
was little or nothing left forthe members 
ofthe Amalgamated Association to hope 
for. They were beaten at the outset and 
the result was never for a moment in 
doubt. Nevertheless the fight has been a 
very useful lesson in economics and has 
made clear many things which before were 
dark and perplexing. The most import- 
ant conclusion is that the question be- 
tween capital and labor cannot be settled 
by strikes or lockouts because it goes 
deeper and farther than any dispute be- 
tween employer and employe. There are 
in this country nearly 1,500,000 men out of 
work and a thousand successfal strikes 
would not help these unfortunates a pen- 
ny’s worth. On the contrary they are the 
allies of emplayers, the guarantee of fall- 
ing wages. Men who are in need will not 
haggle over the rate of wages. They take 
what they can get. Itis folly for work- 
ingmen to attempt an increase of wages in 
the face of this hungry army. Wages will 
go down as long as the supply of labor is 
more than equal to the demand. The 
problem is how to provide work for the 
unemployed without displacing others. 


AFTER saying that ‘‘the politician who 
attempts to explain the defeat is crying 
over spilt milk’’ and that ‘‘the newspaper 
which tells how it was done is whining,’’ 
the New York Tribune proceeds to whine 
in a very startling fashion. According to 
Mr. Reid, socialism did it, but it appears 
that by that he means simply discontent. 
There 1s no doubt Mr. Reid is right. Dis- 
content with his position as Minister to 
France prompted him to resign and seek a 
higher office. Discontent with his starv- 
ing condition impels the Irish peasant to 
revolt and fight for Home Rule. Discon- 
tent with his wages causes the working- 
man to strike for better or look out for 
another job. In fact, generally speaking, 
everything better comes from discontent 
with that which is worse. The American 
people were discontented with their lot 
under Republicanism and voted it down, 
hoping to better themselves. Yes, Mr. 
Reid is right. Only if he was bent on 
whining why didn’t he produce an explan- 
ation not quite so obvious, and why cor- 
rupt the language by calling that social- 
ism which is simply a self-respecting pro- 
pensity to kick hard against wrong.

THE DEMOCRATIC SURPLUS NOT 80 
OVERWHELMING AS LAST SESSION. 


Not a Third Party Representative in 
Either House-Probable Candidates 
for the Speakerships—A Plan to Placs 
Cocrrell in the Cabinet and Lalton in 
the Senate—Political News. 


The Democratic majority in the next Legis- 
lature of Missouri will not be as large as 
heretofore. <A few of the close counties 
elected Republicans this year, The last 
Senate consisted of 25 Democrats,8 Repub- 
licans and 1 Unton-Labor Republican. ‘The 
next. Senate will be composedof 29 Demo- 
crats and 5 Republicans. A Democratic gain 
of4. The last House had 106 Democrats, 28 
Republicans and 11 Union-Labor and Inde- 
pendents, The next House will be made up 
of 92 Democrats and 48 Republicans. A Dem- 
ocratic loss of 14.The Democratic majority on 
joint ballot in the last Legislature was 88. In 
the next Legislature it will be 68. 

The Senate consists of 34 members. Of 
these 12 are farmers, 13 lawyers, 3 physicians, 
8 merchants, 1 editor, 1 mechanic and Iicilerk. 

The House is composed of 140 members. 
Seventy-one are farmers, 21 lawyers, 12 mer- 
chants, 10 physicians, 5 capitalists, 3 teach- 
ers, 4;manufacturers, 8 editors,3 clerks,3 min- 
isters, who are also farmers, 2 mechanics, 1 


railroad conductor, 1 druggist andl retired. — 


There are 115 counties in the State, inciud- 
ing the City of St. Louts. The thirty-eight 
counties which elected Republican members 
to the House are Andrew, Barry, Benton, 
Caldwell, Camden, Cape Girardeau, Cedar, 
Christian, Crawford, Dade, Dallas, Douglas, 
Franklin, Gasconace, Greene (2), Grundy, 
Harrison, Hickory, Holt, Jasper (1), Laclede, 
Lawrence, Linn, Mercer, Miller, Moniteau, 
Osage, Ozark, Polk, Putnam, §&§t. Louls (2), 
Stone, Sullivan, Taney, Warren, Webster, 
Wright and the city of St. Louis (8). 

For the first time in several years the third 
party will not havea representative in either 
branch of the General Assembly. The coun- 
ties of Barry, Cape Girardeau, Crawford, 
Linn, Sullivan and Webster, represented by 
Democrats in thelast House, 
Republicans this year. Jackson County 
elects all Democrats, Jasper one out of the 
two members, and Worth, represented by a 
Union Labor member last year, sends a 
Democrat this time. 

The President, pro tem, of the Senate, Is 
usually selected from the hold-over mem- 
bers. Fhis rule, if fohowed, may place the 
contest for the position between Sengtor 
Cochran of St. Joseph and Senator Stephens 
of Linneus, both lawyers. Several of the 
members ot the House are old and: experi- 
enced legislators. Forty-five of them have. 
served in former Legislatures. This large 
number of old members returned this time 
will make the contest for Speaker unusually 
interesting. The most promineht candidates 
for the position will be Representative Fogle 
of Schuyler, wbo was a prominent candidate 
in 1891, and RKepresentative Davisson of 
Marion, a member of thelast House anda 
farmerand prominent member of the anti- 
Ocala wing of the Farmers’ Alliance. . 

Capt. R. A. Collins, who served in the 
Ilouse from Lafayette County, now elected 
froin Wayne County; G. W. Trige, editor of 
the Richmond Conservator, and Joseph C. A. 
Hiller of Barton may contest for the speaker- 
ship or for Speaker protem. 

There will necessarily be many changes fn 
the clerical force of the House. In the last 
House some of the voting was not done by 
the members. Acontinuance of this may be 
avolded by the next House bythe selection 
ofan entirely new clerical force. 


Cockrell and Dalton. 


The newsof Cleveland’s election had no 
sooner flashed overthe wires than certain 
Democratic politicians of Missouri, especially 
those in Monroe, Marion, Howard, Boone 
and Cooper counties set about to take care of 
the interests of Col. Dick Dalton vy inaug- 
urating a boom for. the  defeat- 
ed candidate for gubernatorial nomlil- 
nation to succeed United States 
Senator F, M. Cockrell, The movement was 
frst started in Fayette, Mo., by Capt. Frank 


Mitchell, who, by the way, is working dll- 
igently for the appointment of Adju- 
tant General. Col. John Knott, editor 
of the Hannibal Journal and manager of 
Dalton’s campaign was favorably impressed 
with the idea as wasalso Capt. rrank Pitts, 
the defeated candidate from Monroe County 
for State Treasurer, provided Senator Cock- 
rell would not left out in 
the cold, It seems to be the 
desire of the loenl politicians of Northeast 
and Central Missouri! to have Mr. Dalton suc- 
ceed Senator Corkrell after his term expires 
in ’983, and to work Missouri’s senior 
senator into the Cabinet to suc- 
ceed secretary Jno. W. Noble. While 
Mr. Dalton has been favorably mentioned as 
a suitable man to fll one of the im- 
portant offices to be supplied by Gov. -elect 
Stone, his friends in the rural districts 
are bent on having him occupy a seat in the 
United States Senate. Capt. Mitchell was 
seen at the Laclede this morning, and in dis- 
cussing the matter said: ‘‘Now, we have 
not inaugurated this movement to injure 
Senator Cockrell, for he will receive the 
support of the people of our section 
justi as long as he wantsit, andif he now de- 
sires toreturn tothe Senate, why we are for 
him first, lastand all the time, Dut we real- 
ize the fact that he cannot serve but one 
more term, and we are of the opinion that he 
can do Missouri! a vast amount of good by be- 
ing placed in the Cabinet as Secretary of the 
Interior. Of course we will not take any 
stepsuntilwe hear trom him on the sub 
ject, for. we will consult bis interests as 
well as our own, andif he expresses ihe de- 
sire toreturn*to the Senate rather than to 
accept a Cabinet position, allwelland good. 
We will then take no further 
action other than to urge  e6very 
member of the General Assembly to 
cast their vote for our senior Senator. We 
want to be understood in this matter. We 
are not booming Mr. Dalton to succeed 
Senator Cockrell unless that  gen- 
tleman will agree to accept the Cabinet 
position in preference to the Senatorship, 
which if he does, then we want Mr, Dalton, 
as we consider that that gentleman has done 
Missourl yeoman service during the last 
campaign and is_ entitled to the 
election of United States Senator 
from Missouri.

FIRST SHOT FIRED.

How the War of the Rebellion Was 
Opened. 


GEN. BEAUREGARD RECOUNTS THE BE- 
GINNING OF HOSTILITIES. 


Various People Claim the Doubtful Honor 
of Burning the First Powder—Corre- 
srondence Concerning the Matter— 
Maj. Anderson’s Share in the Event— 
Contention of History Cleared Up. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 21.—Gen. Beau- 
regard has made public the following state- 
ment, which seems to settle the identity of 
the man who fired the shot that began the 
late war: 

**Last April I noticed a short article, dated 
April 15, 1992, in which !t was stated that 
Maj. Willlam Gibbs of South Carolina, 
Claimed to have fired the first gun against 
Fort Sumter, on April 12, 1861, as follows: 

**‘Onthe night of the llth of April, Capt. 
George &. James, who commanded the artil- 


lery company stationed at Fort Johnson, was 
instructed to have a shell exploded at 4:80 
o’ciock on the next morning, which was to 
be the signal fora general bombardment. I, 
as first Neutenant in command of a ten-inch 
battery of mortars, was intrusted with this 
duty. Our mortars were loaded and trained, 
one witha fullcharge, directly on the fort; 
the other, according to instructions, to ex- 
the air and wide of 
as ae signal. Corp. 
Welch, lanyard in hand 
and 1 with the other, anxiously awaitea 
the moment and watched our time- pieces. 
As the hands marked the half-hour, the shell 
was thrown high intheair,a beautiful sight, 
as the whole line was traced by the burning 
fuse. Immediately our mine was sprung to 
destroy ahouse which interfered witb our 
view and then the gun which was trained 
upon the fort and was intended for business 
was discharged, all within a minute. Lieut. 
Henry L. Farley, with Capt. James, com- 
Mmanded a second battery of mortars and 
Lieut. Hayn a detachment of reserves. These 
are absolute facts and the two shells from 
my Dattery were the first of the siege. Lieut. 
Mende, who was in Fort Sumter, informed 
me that the second shell fell in the fort. 

As Maj. Gibbs’ statement did not agree 
with my recollection of the event, I enclosed 
the article tocol). A. R. CO isholm of New 
York, who was one of the aides I sent to Maj. 
Robert Anderson, commanding the fort to 

@Gemand its surrender, asking him (Col, 
Chisholm) for his recollection of the occur- 
rence. I received only lately his answer 
which 1 submitted at once to Gen. 8. D. Lee, 

who was also one of my aides on that occa- 
sion and happens now to bein this city. ue 
confirms the statement of Col. Chisholm 
which agrees with that written on the sub-

THE KELLY ‘SHOOTING. 


Investigation Iato the Affair Confirms 
O'floer Shaw’s Statement. 

An inquest Is being held this afternoon on 
the body of Edward Kelly, who was shot 
shortly after 1 o’clock yesterday morning by 
Police Officer George Shaw, on Cass avenue, 
between Nineteenth and Twentieth 
streets, and was brought to the 
Morgue from the City Hospital yesterday 


afternoon. Further developments confirm 
the story of the affair, pubiished in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. He was going his 
roundsand discovered three men raisinga 
disturbance on Cass avenue between 
Ninteenth and Twentieth streets. They were 
throwing around the ties to be used inthe 
reconstruction of the Cass avenue 
rallway, and Officer Shaw cautioned them to 
make less noise. Kelly, avho was next tothe 
officer, snatched the club from Shaw’s hand 
and felled him tothe ground with a biow., 
helly began to kick himin the face, ang 
Shaw, risingto his knees, drew his revolver 
and fired tnree shotsat him. Kelly died at 
the City Hospital at 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning. William Hanrahan and Richard 
Welsh,who were with kelly at the time of the 
shooting, the police claim, told the same 
story as narrated by Officer shaw.

HOLMES’ HEAVENLY WANDERER. 


Astronomers Not Agrees as to the Iden- 
tity of the New Comet. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 21.—Prof. Swift 
says the Biela comet wasseen Saturday even- 
ing at the Warner Observatory for the 
fourth time. It has since its discovery 
moved but very little, andas it is increas- 
ing in size, itis approaching the earth 4dl- 
rectly or nearly so. Though very much 
larger it is certainly fainterthan when first 
seen here, ‘‘I predict that it will increase so 
greatly that when in perigee, it will from 


diffusion become so faintas to be invisible. 
It is making a faint effort to throw outa tail, 
but as Blela’s comet has always been nearly 
a tallless comet, it will hardly 


depart from its usual habit. As the comet 
has not been seen before in forty years, 
though it has a six and six-tenths year 


period, its present path may alffer consider- 
ably from its former path. 

‘*Statements that itor its tall will strike 
the earth are premature. It has been a mys- | 
tery where this iormerly well-bebaved comet 
has been hiding for forty years, and now its 
unexpected return may teach us something 
about cometary astronomy. 

This cometis some 2% deg. 
the great Nedui@ In Andromeda, and 
siowly moving in a southwesterly direc- 
tion. It was discovered by Mr. 
Edwin Holmes of London on Nov. 6. 
When the comet was first seen by Holmes it 
was a mere speck, but Its appearance in the 
part ofthe heavens where it was found was 
so unexpected and startling that the news 
was telegraphed to astronomers in all the 
leading observatories of this country and 
kurope. Prof. Berberich, at the Berlin Ob- 
servatory, was one of the first to devote his 
entire time to the study of the new comet 
as soon as its position in the heavens was 
known. 

From the very outset the new comet was 
surrounded by doubtand an element of the 
mysterious. There was iilimitable room for 
speculation as to its origin and destiny. One 
thing, however, was quickly Giscovered. As 
the new comet was observed from night to

night in Berlinand elsewhere, it was seen 
that the monster was approaching the earth | 
at incredible speed. Every night the astrono- 
mers looked at it it had tncreased in size | 
from the previous evening, and, while at the 
time ol its discovery it could only be seen 
through the very largest telescopes, it is now | 
Visible through a glass of very small magni- 
fying puwer 

Unable to specifically identify the comet as 
one previously observed and to be expected 
atthis time, Prof. Berberich resorted tothe 
law of probabilities to explain its appear- 
ance. After much calculation the only ex 
Planation he could hit upon to account for 
the stranger’s presence wasthat it wasthe 
famous comet of Bilela, whose disappearance, 
after they thought they knew all about it, 
has long mystified astronomers, for during 
its brief career it wasthe most astonishing 
object they had ever looked upon, 

Uf one thing astronomers were all agreeda 
few days ago, that the flery comet is now 
coming directly towards the earth. It Is 
pointed forthis globe asaccurately asif it 
had been shot outof a gun. For this reason 
the full length of its tall cannot be accurately 
measured. Itis Known, however, that the 
comet iscoming this way attherate of sev- 
eral thousand miles a second, On any 
assumption as to the origin of this fllery mon- 
ster there isno denyingthe factthat itis 
coming very close to the earth, 


NOT BIELA’S COMET. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 21.—Prof. Lewis Boss 
atthe Dudley Observatory in Albany found 
the strange comet on the evening of Nov. 13, 
and has been closely watching it ever since. 
He at first came to the ccnciusion that it was 
probably identical with Lbiela’s comet, but 


has since changed his opinion. He was also 
of opinion that it would come very ciloseto 
the earth, but he no longer holds 
this view. He now says: ‘‘A week ago 
the comet had almost exactly the position 
which Biela’s comet wou!d have had if it had 
been seen coming on its accustomed track, 
The Holmes comet also appeared to be mov- 
ing across the face of the sky in nearly the 
same direction that Biela’s comet would 
haVe moved had it returned to view at this 
time. But with the lapse of time 
through exact ovservation the motion 
of the Holmes comet appears to be inconsis- 

tent with the idea that itisidentical with 
Biela’s. The difference of motion is not 
great, but it fs enough.’ 

Prof. Boss estimates the outside nebulosity 
of the comet to be 36,000 miles, which shows 
it to be a monster’ of the largest size. 

It also appears almost certain that the dis- 
tance of the Holmes comet from the eartl Is 
increasing rather than diminishing. Why it 
was not discovered weeks or months agoisa 
mystery, for it should have been brighter in 
October than it fs now.

LINDELL RAILWAY CAR BARN BURNED. 


The Building and Twenty Cars Destroyed 
by Fire Early This Morning. 

The car barn of the Lindell Street Ratlway 
Oo., situated on Finney avenue, west of 
Vandeventer avenue, were, with the con- 
tents, completely destroyed by fire about 1 
o’clock this morning. The batn is a 
large one-story brick structure, and con- 
tained thirteen small sixteen-foot motors, 


two long vestibule cars and five trailers. All 
these were completely destroyed, with the 
exception of one trailer car, which is badly 
scorched, but otherwise intact. The motors 
were Valued at an average of $2,000 each, and 
the trailers at about $1,300each. This with 
the damage done to the building will swell 
the total damage upto at least $50,000. is 
fully covered by the insurance. 

The origin of the fire is notknown. The 
flames were first discovered by Night Watch- 
man Anspaugh, who was outside the builld- 
ingatthe time engaged in pushing a traller 
into the barn. When first seen the fire was 
confined to one car. <Anspaugh first at- 
tempted torunthe burning car outside the 
barn, but failing in this he ran over to the 
company’s offices opposite to summon as- 
sistance. An alarm was turned in by Officer 
Powers, but by the time the department ar- 
rived the fames were beyond control. A 
two-story brick structure adjoining the barn 
and used as a repair shop and asa storeroom 
for electrical apparatus used in repairs, was 
also gutted and its contents completely de- 


stroyed.

The Body of the Mysterious Dr. Edward 
Cc. Woodson Taken Away for Eurial. 


The body of the man who was killed by a 
St. Louls & Suburban’ Electric car near 
Plymouth avenue last Wednesday evening, 
and who was identified as Dr. Edward Cc. 
Woodson, was shipped to Kansas City last 


evening on the Missouri Pacific train which ~ 


departed at 8:200’clock. The name of the 


person in Kansas City to whom the body was 
consigned, was not mentioned on the way- 
bili, or on the transfer burial certificate, 
because the rules of the railroad company 
require the consignee to accompany @ 
corpse. Dr. Woodson’s body was slipped as 
baggage, on a first-class ticket, stamped 
The State law obliges the rall- 
road company to examine the transfer buria! 
certflicate specifying the name of the dead 
person, the place and cause of death and 
whence and whither the bodyis being ship 

But the railroad officials do not make'no 

the name of the person who accompanies 
the body, and hence there ig no record of the 
consignee of the corpse of the sterious Dr, 
Woodson.
